That he waa in indlwldual merit 
a worthy, auooesaor to Baron Solway and Duke of Boixrbon 
waa damonatrated at the Frorinolal Exhibition at London 
In September 1669, when he won the diploma for the best 
Durham bull. In the same show Mr,Snell won 1st for two- 
year-old heifer with Clara Barton, by Duke of Bourbon, 
and 1st for heifer oalf with Daisy Barton, alzxning also 
a 2nd and a 3rd prise for females.
